Dear  Friend: 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  many  of  our  clients  have  not  been 
receiving  our  Absentee  Auction  Catalogues,  which  contain  many 
lots  of  choice  and  desirable  coins.  Therefore,  we  take  pleasure  in 
sending  herewith  a  copy  of  our  latest  Absentee  Auction  Catalogue 
which  consists  entirely  of  Numismatic  offerings.

In  effect,  it  is  the  same  as  floor  bidding,  except  that  it  is 
done  via  telephone  (or  Fax).  You  may,  of  course,  submit  bids  as 
you  would  in  any  Absentee  (or  Mail-Bid)  Auction.

COMMISSION 

1.  A  buyer’s  commission  of  10%  of  the  hammer  (selling)  price  will  be  added,  and  becomes  part  of 
the  total  purchase  price  to  be  paid  by  the  buyer.  _ 


BIDDING 

2.  All  Bids  are  per  lot,  as  numbered  herein.  We  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  prior  to  the  sale. 

3.  The  highest  bidder  shall  prevail.  It  is  the  sole  right  of  the  Auctioneer  to  settle  any  dispute  between  bidders, 
to  offer  for  resale  any  lot  under  question  and  to  regulate  the  bidding.  The  auctioneer  also  reserves  the  right 
to  refuse  any  bid  he  believes  not  to  have  been  made  in  good  faith. 

4.  Each  lot  in  this  sale  has  both  a  current  estimated  value  and  a  minimum  bid  price.  The  estimated  value  (in 
parentheses)  is  intended  as  a  guide  to  assist  you  in  your  bidding,  while  the  minimum  bid  (in  bold)  is  the 
lowest  acceptable  bid  for  the  lot. 

5.  Your  bid,  either  written  or  oral,  grants  HRN  the  authority  to  protect  you  up  to  the  amount  of  the  stated  bid
